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This letter is in response to the "LETTER (UNDER GENERAL 
OBLIGATION OF CANDOR AND GOOD FAITH BEFORE THE OFFICE)" filed 
August 23, 2005, notifying the Office of an error in Applicants' 
favor in the initial determination of patent term adjustment 
under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b). Applicants state that the patent term 
adjustment to date is seven hundred seventy-two (772) days, not 
eight hundred two (82) days. 

The request for correction of the initial determination of 
patent term adjustment (PTA) is GRANTED, The determination of 
PTA at the time of the mailing of the Notice of Allowance is 
SEVEN HUNDRED SEVENTY-TWO (772) days. 

The Office has updated the PAIR screen to reflect that the 
correct Patent Term Adjustment determination at the time of the

As this letter was submitted to advise the Office of an error in 
Applicants' favor, the Office will not assess the $200.00 
application fee under 37 CFR 1.705(b). The Office thanks 
Applicants for their good faith and candor in bringing this 
matter to the attention of the Office-. 

The application file is being forwarded to the Office of Patent 
Publication for issuance of the patent. The Office regrets the 
delay in issuing the application. Applicants will also be 
entitled to additional patent term adjustment for the Office 
failing to issue the application within 4 months of the payment 
of the issue fee.
